Georgia will not receive federal 
funds for. the maintenance of: its 
schools unless Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge calls. a special session of the 
legislature to provide revenues for the 
schools in. the future, it was announc- 
ed’ Wednesday morning by Alan 
Johnstone, regional director of the 
Federal Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion. 

Mr. Johnstone, who is the repre- 
sentative in the field of Harry Hop- 
kins,. relief administrator, said that 
Georgia could not expect to have fed- 
eral taxpayers support its schools 
and that unless Governor Talmadge 
called the legislature into special sea- 
sion and provided revenues for opera- 
tion of the schools.in the future years, 
it would not receive United States aid.

The labor department declined. to 
say whether Miss Perkins had: spécific 
proposals to place before representa- 
tives of the Goodrich, Goodyear and 
Firestone companies.

strike that would affect Ohio. cities 
chiefly. , 

The secretary of labor said today 
Mr. Roosevelt had asked her to “take 
any steps which are essential” to 
avert. the strike.

action which will be helpful.” Miss, 


Perkins said, refusing.to reveal what 
it was.

Past Year’s Purchases. 

More than 350,000,000 ounces of 
silver are believed to have been ac- 

quired from domestic hoards and 
ines and from world purchases by 
the. United States government since 
it began its silver rehabilitation pro- 
gram more than a year ago. 

These acquisitions include 112,504.,- 
135 ounces picked up at 50 cents an 
ounce from American citizens when 
silver was nationalized on August 9; 
1934, and” 32,611.000 ounces of new- 
ly-mined metal bought since December 
21. 1938, at 64.64 cents an ounce. 

Other purchases have been made in 
world -markets through the treasury’s 
secret $2,000,000, stabilization 
fund carrying the world price of the 
metal to 641-8 cents per ounce today 
from a recent low of 45 cents. per 
ounce. 

A smaller amount of silver has been 
acquired through exchange of Ameri- 
can gold for silver with various Latin- 
American. countries. 

Treasury's Objective. 

Under the government's monetary 
policy, the treasury is te increase its 
silver stocks until they reach a third 
of the size of the gold stocks or until 
silver reaches its monetary value of 
$1.2929 per ounce.

COLUMBIA, §. C., April 10.—(/) 
The house passed and sent to the 
senate today a workmen’s compensa- 
tion bill and an old-age pension meas- 
ure, while the senate elected Taylor 
H. Stukes, 41-year-old Clarendon sen- 
ator, its president pro tem. 

Passage of the pension bill was 
without debate after an overwhelm- 
ing viva voce yote rejected a mo- 
tion by Representative Witherspoon, 
of Laurens, to recommit the meas- 
ure.

that the corporation's condition was 
misrepresented to conceal the fact 
liabilities greatly exceeded assets; and 
that little of the more. than $20,000,- 
000 realized in stock and gold note 
sales gravitated to the loan business.

McLaughlin saw him and that then

Lee was given a hearing before 
Judge Underwood on his plea.for a 
reduction in the $20,000 bond under 
which he is-being held. After a five- 
hour session, in which the. attorney 
himself took the witness stand to de- 
scribe his duties with the defunct 
corporation, the judge continued the 
hearing until 10 o'clock this morning. 

While Lee was describing himself 
as an occasional employe of Bradley, 
knowing nothing of the affairs of the 
corporation, Assistant United States 
Attorney Neil Andrews drew admis- 
sions from the attorney that he had 
been cited for contempt of court in 
Chicago, indicted for fraud in Indian- 
apolis, Ind., and tried for forgery in 
Macon, Ga. 

Lee Answers Charges. 

Lee admitted each of the three 
cases, but explained that the con- 
tempt citation was appealed and was 
voided by the statute of limitations; 
that the Indianapolis case, brought by 
a World War veteran who was his 
client, had been dismissed for w.nt 
of prosecution, and that he was ac- 
quitted in the Macon forgery case. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Andrews sought to draw from Lee the 
admission that he did sever his con- 
nections with Bradley .in August, 
1934, because he had defrauded a 
group of investors in the Southland 
Building & Loan Association, for 
whom he had collected $2,000 and re- 
tained $1,000. Lee declared that he 
had an agreement with the investors 
whereby they were to pay him 50 per 
cent of the money recovered. The 
prosecutor said that he would produce 
evidence in court today showing that 
Lee was to receive only 20 per cent of 
the funds recovered.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—(4)— 
Wide open for amendment, the admin- 
istration’s social security program to- 
night awaited the beginning tomorrow 
of 20 hours of brisk house debate over 
its provisions. 

A conference with President Roose- 
velt last night was followed today by 
a decision of house leaders not at at- 
tempt to take up the bill under “gaz” 
rule -which would preclude proposals 
to change it. 

Consequently, before the measure is 

passed: end sent to the senate it will 
run through a swarm of amendments 
such as the house has seldom seen. 
The highest house democratic lead- 
ers, however, were unanimous tonight 
in expressing the conviction that both 
liberalizing and restrictive amendments 
would be beaten and the bill passed 
in its present form. 
Both republican and democratic 
chiefs were considering special meet- 
ings of their party ‘members to ‘deter- 
mine what to do about the bill. The 
republicans want to change it in ma- 
jor aspects; the democrats want to 
Jeave it as it was approved: by ' the 
wats and means committee. 


Representative Snell, of New York, 
the G. O. P. leader, said his meeting 
probably would not be’ before next 
week; Speaker Byrns said the demo- 
crats ffight be called into conference 
Friday or Saturday.

Pay Larger Share of De- 
posit Insurance Cost. 


WASHINGTON, Apri’. 10-—)— 
A change designed to make big city | — 
banks peas a much heavier share an 
smaller banks a much lighter sbare 
of the cost of insurance was 
written into the omnibus banking bill 
today by the house banking commit- 
tee. 

A part of the change was made at 
the suggestion of Leo T. Crowley, 
chairman of the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation; part over his 


As the law now stands, a bank 
which has a $100,000 deposit may, 
under certain conditions, join the 
FDIC and get $5,000 of that deposit 
insured. However, the bank pays 
only 1-2 of 1 per cent on the $5,000, 
for the insurance. 

The banking committee today voted 
to make the assessment annual and 
mandatory, to fix it at 1-8 of 1 per 
cent and to make it cover all de- 
posits. 

Under this change, a bank with a 
$10,000 aon = would pay 1-8 of 1 
per cent he $10,000, a bank with 
a $5,000 deposit would likewise pay 
the same percentage.
